1s infeed, are zrear occaſions to increaſe,corrupt, and produce peſtilent 


| T is no doubt, that the corruption of the Aire,together withvncleanly 


Diſeaſes, Neither can it be denyed, that the ouer-boldnefle of many prea- * 


ſing into infe&ed places, and the lewdnefſe of others with Sores vpon. 
them, preſuming into the open Ayre,ſome of wilfulneſſe, but truly many 
of neceſsity, contaminateth and corrupteth diuers ; as the Leprofic, the 
Pocks, and ſundry ſuch vncleane diſeaſes doe ; as by drinking, lying in 
company, and other ſuch meanes, where pure complexions and cleane 
bloudsare defiled withſuchas arcputrified; and therefore carefully to be 
anoyded. But all theſe are accidentall, and rather effe&s then the cauſe, 
For 4t plainly appearcth in the Booke of Ex#d, that when it pleaſed the 
Almighty God to (mite the Agyptians, the Children of 7/rae/ were ap- 
pointed todip I{op inthe Bloud of the Paſchall Lambe, and ſmite of that 
blond on the outward Poſtsoftheir dores, that when the ſlayer came to 
deſtroy inone night allthe firſt borne in Agypr, he might paſſe ouer the 
houſes of Gods children, So that it is plaine, it was an Angell then ſent 
to ſmitc thoſe crudll people with the Peſtilence. 

Then firlt, this City of London, cannot be denyed, to haue had as great 
bleſsingsas cuer had Jeruſalem: for here God hath long time beene pre- 
{ent by his Word and Sacraments,yet they haue abounded inall iniquity, 
whcn Icruſalem1ong ſince had not a ſtone left vpon a ſtone. 

_ Secondly, London is fituated as pleaſantly as Sodom, and her ſiſter Ci. 
tics before they ſunke, cuen for the ſame finnes that wee haue commit. 
red: tor thefinne of Sodom ( faith the Prophet Ezechicl ) was pride, 
tulncil of brea4, and contempt of the poore. That theſe ſinnes raigne in 
1.01401, who candeny 2 To them, adde tulnefle of drinke;for therein wee 
exceede the Nation, that within theſe fifty yeeres wee hated for drun- 
kenncllce : and I doubt, That vnname-able ſinne of Sodomy is vſedin too 
many piaccs ofthe City. Yet Lendon ſtands, and ſo God grant with his 
mercy it long may. 

Laitly, where inthe change of Princes, (eſpecially after long peace, as 
E119 molt happily enioyed all the time of our late Soueraigne Queene 
F/:-:bcth, of worthy memory) many Cities haue come to miſcrable 
ſpoile, ifnot to ruine+ yet Londen, by our moſt potent Lord and King, 
hath increaſed in tranquillity, bleſsing powring vpon bleſsing : ſaue only 
now for our negligence, God hath with this owne hand ſmitten vs, and

{cent many to mourne in death atter ourlate Soueraigne deceaſed, whom 
we had almolt vngratctully torgotten ina day. | 

In the City ,called the great Carre, there isa Plague once euery ſeugy 
yeeres, which commeth withſuch a ferceneſle, that the moſt part of the 
peoplethere doe dye thereot : and diucrs of them that remaine aliue, loſe 
their cyc-{1ght with the vapours and great heat which commeth from the 
ground. 

Intheycereof Chriſt, 8x. and in the ycere 188, there continued a 
great time a Plague in Rome, of which there dayly dyed rwo thouſand 
people, 

In the yeere 254. fifteene Prouinces of the Romane Empire, were ip 
manner conſumed with the Pettilence. 

Inthe yeere 5 30. there dyed in Conſtantinople fiue thouſand a day, and 
diucrs times tcn thouſand: andatthat time,inſomeother parts of Greece, 
there were not ſutticient lining men left to bury their dead, 


And in the yeerc 1569. therefcllſuch a Plague in { ont ntinople, that | Pn -4 


there diedin fix moneths ſpace, ſeucn hundred thouſand perſons, and the 
yecre following fell ſuch a tamine, that a penny loafe of Bread of Engliſh 
money, was worth a crowne of gold : by reaſon whereof, the people died 
as faſt thcnof the Famine, as thzy did betore of the Plague. 
In the yeere 5.40. there began an vnincrſa4 Plague all ouer the world, 
that continued 5o. yeeres with great violence. 
In the yeere 1348. in Paris i@ Fra: 6e, there dyed ahundred thouſand 
p<ople of the Plague. 
inthe yeere 1359. ſo greata Peftilence there was in 7raly, that there 
werelcarce tcn lett ot a thouſand, 
I” yecre1 521. there died in Rowe a hundred thouſand of the Pe. 
ilence, | 
Intteyeeres 1 576. and 77. in Millan, Paduz and Venice, there fell a | 
hundrdl thouſand in cuery City : and in Zohemiz (being but a ſmall King- 
dome) here dyed rhree hundred thouſand the ſame time. | 
SOON: after the conqueſt of King Fillizm, Duke of Normandy, when 


the peofe wereſubdued to him,and the Knights fees rated which he had | 


made,anthimſcife placed with Crowne and Sczprer, he tooke number of 
the Acrevt land in all the Realme,and ot all the people ,and of all the cat. | 
tell: afteryhich fell ſo fore a Plague,rhat the people died in ſuch number, 
that Tillag decayed, Famineenſued, with Rot of cattcll, that men were 
fa'ne tocatieſh of Dogs, Catsand Mice. A fearctullexamplc for Princes, 
IntheRapne of King Edward the thirs, there fcll a very great Peſti- 
lence in theaſt- Indies, among the Tartarians, Saracens an4 Turkes, 
which laſteghe ſpace of ſcuen yeeres: throughthe feare whereof, many 
of the Heathys willingly offred themſeluesto become Chriſtians. And 
ſhortly ale reaſon of Paſſengers from one Prouince to another, the 
ſame Peſtilendwas diſperſed in many Chriſtian Kingdomes, & amorigſt 
other places, ught into-Enpland; where it was ſo forgible all over the 
Land, thatnothely m en, but alſo Beaſts, Birds and Fiſhes were ſmirten 
therewith, andound dead with Botches vpon them, Alſoamong men, 
the number Sthayycrelefc aline, were ſcarcely ſufhcient to bury their 
dead. Art whichtme, with the reſt that then dyed of the ?lague, Henry, 
Duke of Lancafter, Blanch, Ducheſle of Lancaſter, and thie Earle of jp ay. 


wcke ended their ines, Sothat in one yeere, in alittle plot of ground of; 


thirteene Acres conpaſſe, then called Spirtle.croft, arid now the (barter. 


houſe, was buried fifty thouſand perſons, _befides all them that Were bug. j 
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cd inthe Church.yads, and diuers places inthe field.

Alſo in Barbary, Alexanaria,T ri polze ,and in C on(tantmople,in the yeere 
1602. fellſo gricuous a Plague, that there dyed three thouſand aday fora 
longtime together. 

Ourviſitations, though our finnes exceede, haue beene more oentle: 
For in thefirſt great Plague in our memory, after the loc of New-hawen, 
from the firſt of Ianuary 1562. to December 1 563. there dyed of the 
Plague, twenty thouſand, one hundred, thirty fix.

From the 2 5. of Auguſt, to the 1. of September, there dye4 in Lon- 
don and the Libertics, 3 38 5. whereof of the Plague 3035-bcing the grea- 
teſt number that dyed in one weeke. | 

From the 2 3. of December, 1602, vntothe 2 2, of December, 1603. 
theredicd ofall Diſcaſes, within Londonand the Liberties, thirty e:ght 
thouſand,two hundred, foure and forty ; whereof, of the Plague, thirty 
thouſand, fine hundred, ſeuenty' eight: and the next yeere tollowing, 
London was cleere of that infeRion, and then wereall theShires in Fg - 
land gricuouſly viſited. Note the worke of God.
